Rurmah Oil yesterday lost its 
Jegal battle over a £3m corpora- 
tion . tax assessmeut made in 
1972. The House of Lords 
allowed an ppl of the niand 

overturned a 
Scottish Court of Session 
decision that the company was 
enritled ro claim a capital lass 
arising from the liqidation of 
a subsidiary. 

The unanimous judgment of 
the five Law Lords also con- 
‘firmed ar earlier decision of 
the House this year, in the case 
of Ramsey Limited ver- 
sus Inland Revenue Commis- 
sioncrs, which one of the 
judges, Lord Scarman, said 
marked a significant change in 
the House’s judicial role 
towards tax avoidance. 

Burmah claimed a capital 
tax allowance of £160m as a 
result of a complex series of 
transactions revolving around 
the transfer of its sharcholding 
in BP to one of its subsidiaries. 
The subsidiary later went into 
Tolar liquidation, givin 
rise to the tax loss clair. 

This BP shareholding sub- 
sequently featured in another 
legal tussle with the Bank of 
England. Then Burrmnah sold its 
shares in BP to the Bank of 
Englond as paft of a deal to 
save the company from linuida- 
tion in the. wake of the.1973 oil
